ception of a scanty cloth fastened about bis 
waist, and bending his head obediently be- 
fore an old woman, who was liberally plas- 
tering it with lime. As soon ns the eurious 
pair became conscious of our presence the 
process in operation was arrested, and, per- 
ceiving thiSj wo were about to address 
them, to explain our presence anil aska few 
questions, when the gentlomar. of Ihe limey 
head.roared out something in a truly terri- 
ble voico, and at the same time a lino young 
Tor.gan, very oily aud three-quarters nude, 
came rushing out from tbe interior toward 
us. "With mucli politeness and evident agi- 
tation ho conducted us awr.y from -oho 
veranda aud back to the big liouio, where 
in broken English, backed up by much gca* 
ticulation, he revealed to us the appalling 
fact that we had trespassed upon the priva- 
cy of no less a person than his Majesty Uio 
King. This was bad neu's indeed. For t'no 
old gentleman, in the plasterer's hands, 
had presented by no moans it dignillcd ap- 
pearance, and we know that to approach 
him without notice und in a state of undress 
was a serious breach of Tongr.n court oll- 
quctto. However, we consoled ourselves 
with the rellection that our sin was one 
very easy to commit. 


Having humbly apologized for our inno- 


cent intrusion and received a reassuring 
answer, wo were ushered through UK; win- i 
dow into a sort of drawing-room, a well- 
furnished apartment, with u number of red 
velvet chairs sot around a long mahogany 
table, one chair a little higher than the rest, 
acting, no doubt, as a throne. Ilero we 
waited for about half an hour, when his 
Majesty entered, accompanied by an inter- 
preter, and was graciously pleased to ac- 
cord us a formal interview. He shook bauds

chairs, tho interpreter squatted on 'be 
floor between. The King, seen at closer 
quarters, was really u noble specimen of a 
somi-aaviige, standing quite six foot four 
inches, of wonderfully well proportioned 
and athletic build, upright as a dart, and 
moving grandly in spite ol" his very ad- 
vanced age. The ravages of time, however, 
were visible in the sunken eye and half- 
open, nervously-twitching mouth, which in- 
dicated a su'.Hlcient reason for his being a 
mere puppet in the hands of a single man— 
King George Tubon's name, with its halo 
of ancient lineage and splendid warrior 
fame, ruling the people, and Mr. Shirley 
Baker ruling the King. The dark face, 
contrasting so strangely and strongly with 
the snow-white hnir, presented a curious 
study. 
"Wrinkled with ago and inane in 


expression now, it still boro unmistakable 
si^ns of what it had bcon in the days gone 
by. It was cnay to conjure up tho look of 
Cruel, unflinching, indomitable will that 
face had worn in the old monarch's ui:i-e- 
generate days-when ho hold his own by 
tbe right of might, and, club in hand, ever 
foremost in tho fray, wrote in lire and 
blood tho terrible name his people still ad- 
mire and fear. The sunken cyea still shot 
forth at times the same fierce, strong glare 
that must have lighted their, whan in the 
bloody days of yore ho, then a victorious 
savage, disdaining to club an enemy who 
had spoken of him in slighting terms, tore 
with his own hands tho offender's tongue 
from between his living jaws and con- 
temptuously 
swallowed 
it 
before 
the 


wretched victim's face. The guvb of this 
curious specimen of royalty, though moro 
elaborate than that in which wo had seen 
him first, was of an extreme simplicity, 
still consisting merely of a white linen shirt 
girt in round the waist wi'.h a loin cloth of 
gaudy-figured calico, reaching to j-.ist below 
the knee; and he went barefoot. 


For a time, in accordance with native 


etiquette, strict silence was observed, the 
King looking straight before him, without 
moving a muscle or seeming aware of our 
scrutiny; but, at last, in a querulous tone, 
ho demanded our business there. We an- 
ewored politely that passing through the 
group wo had called to pay our respects. 
He grunted at this, and, aflor a little 
chought, inquired if there was any thing wo 
wanted or any thing else we wished to say. 
On our repl}Tinp that we would like very 
rnuch to inspect his house, if be had no ob- 
jection, we received u hasty "Yet" of per- 
mission, and there our interview ended. 
His Majesty rose and haughtily at rode off 
through the window to bis beloved cook- 
house, where, no doubt, be torn o!f his so- 
ciety shirt with all speed and settled happi- 
ly down to finger his fish again. Mean- 
time, being left quite alone, we availed our- 
selves of tho permission wu had obtained to 
view tho Tongnu Palace, and 
passing 


through an inner door, found ourselves in 
a spacious, entirely unfurnished hall, from 
which a broad staircase rose to tho region 
above. Half way up oa !.':ic landing, cover- 
ing tho entire fall of the wall, was an enor- 
mous oil-painting of the Emperor William 
in full military uniform,mounted on a white 
charger, and surrounded by aurilliant staff.
